Yitzhak Rabio's talks in Washing- 
ton next week. The plan is ex- 
pected to be announced next 

month, 

Speaking at joint press confe- 
rence with Egyptian President Sa- 
dat at the Archbishop's residence 
after a two-day summit here, Ford 
said that his administration's cur- 
rent Middle East policy “reassess- 
ment” will be concluded with this 
plan.

Ford strongly indicated that he 
and Sadat have agreed to drive for 
an overall Middle East settlement, 
although he stressed that no con- 
crete decisions were taken pending 
Rabin's talks in Washington on 
June 11-12. 

‘We have not made any decision 
as to the next step,” Ford said in 
reply to a question. “There are, 
of course, a number of alternatives. 
I ‘think it's premature at this time

Dr. K thinks talks can 
lead to negotiations

SALZEURG. — Secretary of State 
Kissinger said last night he believed 
that the Ford-Sadat talks would 
“lead to useful negotiations with 

the Israelis” in the future. 

Kissinger did not elaborate. Sa- 
dat was reported to have put for- 
ward a peace formula providing 8 
wide range of alternatives aimed 
at an overall settlement for the 
Middle East conflict, 

Sadat was said to have topped 
his formula with the possibility of 
resuming negotiations, on interim 
arrangements, although emphasizing 

«that such moves will have to be 
concluded simultaneously among 
Israel and Egypt and Syria. 

Egyptian sources last night said 
that Sadat’s conception of a long- 
range overall settlement is based 
on the four points which the Ame- 
ticans said on Sunday were the 
main issue to be discussed in 8 
comprehensive solution, They listed 
the Egyptian position over these 
issuea as follows:

Ford said that he and Sedat had 
taken “into consideration all of the 
circumstances that are necessary” 
for a settlement, “whether by a 
stey-by-step approach or a com- 
prehensive agreement.” 

Sadat on his part made one re- 
mark denying an earlier statement 
in which he said that peace be- 
tween Egypt and Israel waz Impos- 
Bible in this generation. “On the 
contrary, I said that in spite the 
fact thia was a very complicated 
and difficult problem, it is very 
easy to reach a solution, when we 
solve the very fundamental basis 
of the whole conflict," he stated. 

The two Presidents had opened 
the press conference in the soaking 
wet courtyard of the residence by 
reaffirming the establishment of 
cooperation between themselves and 
their countries and their agreement 
on the promotion of close coordina- 
tion between them on the Middle 
East conflict and economic ties. 

At a luncheon the American Pres« 
ident gave later at his Schloss 
Klesheim residence, Ford told Sadat 
that he was privileged to have met 
him “and discuss mutual concerns 
and hopes and aspirations for a just 
and durable peace In the Middle 
East based on Security Council re- 
solutions 242 and 338." 

Ford also went out of his way to 
assure Sadat of U.S. economic ald 
as a basis for “sound, long-range 
development in Egypt.”

US. intelligence sources: 
Syrian armour move 


away from Golan 


WASHINGTON {AP}. — Signifi- 
cant Syrian armoured forces have 
moved away from the Golan Heights 
area in recent days, easing the dan- 
ger of any immediate flare-up of 
war with Israel, U.S. intelligence 
sources say. 

While charting these and other 
moves by both sides, U.S. intelli- 
gence officials say the only war 
they think is likely in the imme- 
diate future is a continued war of 
nerves. 

The shifting of Syrians tanks and 
troops to the northern and eastern 
part of the country leaves only a 
thin screen along the Golan Heights 
facing Israel, the sources claimed.

While no unilateral step could he 
decisive, the Israeli action waa “a 
helpful contribution to the process 
which the U.S. is attempting to en- 
courage ~- in which both parties 
should make efforts to move to- 
wards peace.” 

Highly-placed fgyptlan sources 
sald here yesterday that President 
Sadat would look favourably upon 
Israeli use of the Suez Canal if his 
military commanders concluded that 
the thinningYout was “a serious and 
not propagandistic” move. 

The sources said they were taken 
by surprise when Rabin announced 
that Israel wauld cut its forces 
near the Suez Canal. 

The sources quickly pointed out, 
however, that Egypt would have to 
make a thorough military asseas- 
ment of Israel's action before going 
into the political aspects, including 
the question of permitting Israeli 
cargo to pass through the Canal. 

Sadat's spokesman, Tasheen Bashir, 
told newsman here that Israeli- 
bound cargo would be allowed to 


pass through the Canal only after. 


“tangible evidence” that Israel was 
committed to a withdrawal from 
“Arab-held land." 

In London the Foreign Office 
spokesman welcomed the Israeli 
move and said that it “can only 
improve prospects in the search for 
a lasting settlement in the Middle 
East.”

Newsweek: Egypt 
may agree to

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian Pre- 
sident Sadat told U.S. Ambassador 
Herman Ellts in Cairo last week 
that Egypt would agree to extend 
the duration of a second-stage 
agreement in Sinai, “Newsweek” 
magazine reports. 

“Officiala in both Washington 

and Jerusalem reported last week 
that Sadat might be willing to 
agree to a three-year agreement, 
which Israel reportedly would be 
willing to accept,” the magazine 
added. “The duration problem is 
negotiable," Sadat is quoted as tel- 
ling Eiits. 
The magazine also said that Is- 
rael Ambassador Simcha Dinitz has 
been holding “exploratory talks” 
with Secretary of State Kissinger 
tm Washington since early May, and 
“the feeling within the Jerusalem 
government was that Egypt and 
Israel might be close to ‘virtual 
agreement’ on & proposal to break 
the diplomatic deadlock.”

Sharon has ‘pledged Bank of Israel man: 


himself to silence’

Aluf (Res.) Ariel Sharon sald 
yesterday that from the moment 
he accepted the post of adviser to 
the Prime Minister, he had “pledg- 
ed himself to silence" im all matters 
concerning his new duties. The 
exact oature of these duties has 
not yet been made public. Prime 
Minister Rabin told the Cabinet on 
Sunday that the job was yet to 
be precisely defined, but reports 
yesterday said that Sharon had re- 
celved a letter of appointment de- 
fining his duties on Friday. 

Sharon told The Post that he 
did not know when he would begin 
work, but other sources report that 
an office is being prepared for him 
in the Prime Minister's Jerusalem 
bureau and he will begin this week. 

Sharon refused to answer ques- 
tlons, and would refer only to 8 
prepared statement which he issued 
to the press yesterday. In thia state- 
ment he said he had willingly ac- 
cepted Mr. Rabin’s proposal that he 
become “adviser in the field of de- 
fence." 

In reporting the appointment to 
the Cabinet on Sunday, Mr. Rabin 
referred to the post as “general 
adviser,” and said that the exact 
definition had yet to be worked 
out. Rabin apparently wished to 
avoid exacerbating the tension the 
appointment is reported to have 
eaused in the Defence Forces and 
the Defence Ministry. ῃ 

In his statement, Sharon said 
the current period was one in which 
everyone equipped to contribute to 
the defence effort was obliged to 
do so — regardless of his political 
views, 


SO FAR SO GOOD! 


Sharon's own political views were 
well known, the statement went 
on, and he remained faithful to 
them. 

His efforts to gain readmission 
into the ranks of the LD.F, on active 
service had been rejected, and he 
had ἰοῦ the Knesset in order to 
receive his emergency reserves ap- 
pointment (which he retains). 

“J enter upon this new post 
alongside the Prime Minister in the

Rift with Lahat on ‘moonlighting’ 
City union boycotts 
disciplinary court

TEL AVIV. — The Municipal Em- 
Ployees Union said yesterday it was 
suspending all cooperation with the 
City’ in the crackdown on “moon- 
lighting’”” employees. The union said 
Mayor Shlomo Lahat had “torpe- 
doed" a proposed agreement to set 
up a city unit (to check the at- 
tendance of all City Hall workers) 
by giving it premature publicity. 
The point of contention is the 
use of private detectives to collect 
evidence against truant employees. 
The union refuses to countenance 
the use of detectives, which is "an 
infringement on the employees’ pri- 
vacy.” Mayor Lahat insists he will 
not forgo the use of detectives if 
the machinery set up through the 
proposed unit cannot come up with 
evidence to nail truant employees. 
Mayor Lahat yesterday denied 
“leaking” reports of the talks be- 
tween the City and the union over 
the proposed unit. He maintained 
he was only reacting to rumours 
Spread by the union that he had 
agreed to its demand to forgo the 
use of private detectives. 
“Anyone who thinks I am going 
to give in on the question of de- 


tectives is greatly mistaken," the 
Mayor stated. Ἶ 

In protest, the union has decided 
to boycott the municipal disciptin- 
ary court. This means that the cases 
of employees caught moonlighting 
on city time can only be brought 
before the City Council. One such 
employee was fired by the Council 
on Sunday, and was deprived of his 
pension rights, and the case of 
another employee is still pending. 

The second employee has appealed 
to the District Labour Court to 
instruct the union to send its re- 
presentative to the employee's dis. 
ciplinary court, which can mete out 
lighter punishment, The City Coun- 
cil is only empowered to fire em- 
ployees. 

Mayor Lahat commented yesterday 
that the appeal only served to sup- 
port his contention that the union's 
boycott of the disciplinary court 
was contrary to the interests of the 
employees. 

The City spokesman saya that 11 
other cases have since been inves- 
tigated by detectives and that con- 
clusive evidence had already been 
submitted on three employees for 
running private businesses while 
they were supposed to be carrying 
out their city jobs.

Big firms should pay 
tax on linked Bonds

Big businesses should be taxed 
on profits from indexed (or linked) 
bonds, according to the Director- 
General of the Bank of Israel, Dr. 
Eliezer Sheffer. However, such gains 
should at present remain untaxed on 
ponds belonging to Individual in- 
veatora, he sald in an Interview with 
The Post. 

As things are, it could be profit- 
able for a company to borrow un- 
linked funds from the Treasury, 
while investing its own capital in 
linked (and so far untaxed) Gov- 
ernment debentures. 

Such distortions are made possible 
by the present system of subsidizing 
‘credit. Sheffer goes further, main- 
taining that development loans 
should be made costlier to the re- 
cipient. He was talking at a 
question-and-answer session with 
Jerusalem Post economic reporters. 

In the present situation, he said, 
the Government borrows money from 
the public at linked interest-rates 
rising to 40 and 50 per cent, and 
lends it at 8 to 15 per cent, creating 
a debt burden for the budget. 

The Government cannot afford to 
diminish the interest it pays to 
private bondholders, because it has 
to maintain savings at the present 
level. But the Index of Industrial 
Prices rose by 58 per cent last year 
— two per cent more than the Cost- 
of-Living Index. So firms could have 
afforded to pay, say, 20 per cent on 
the loans, Sheffer said. 

One method would be to float dif- 
ferent types of bond issue. Those 
intended to finance industrial loans 
could be linked, in whole or in part, 
to the Industria! Prices Index. In 
that case the cost of the manu- 
facturer’s credit would not increase 
faster than the average turnover of 
manufacturing firms in general. 


Jn response to the claim made by 
officialag in the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry that the pro- 
posed stops would reduce invest- 
ments, Sheffer sald: 

“At present investment should not 
be increased unselectively. During 
the perlod 1972-73 investment in-

More taxes 
collected 


Tax revenue in May totalled 
1L2,020m., compared to 11L1,488m. 
in the same period in 1974, the 
State Revenue Administration re- 
ported yesterday. 

The Income Tax department ac- 
counted for IL98im. (including pro- 
perty tax) — up from IL692m. in 
May 1974. Customs and excise col- 
lected 11.1,014m. (IL777m. last year), 
and the other ministries together 
fevied IL25m. in various fees of all 
Sorts, compared to I1L19m. last year. 

‘The total of taxes collected so far 
this fiscal year — April and May 
— is 113,832m., while for the same 
period last year it was IL2,656m. 
The increase of between 40 and 45 
per cent is reflected in collection 
of both direct and indirect taxes.

This wag announced by the 
chairman of the Dan Region Se- 
wage Union, Yitzhak Caspi, at a 
press tour of the new Basa pump- 
ing station, near Manshiya, which 
teday starts channelling sewage 
from south Tel Aviv and Jaffa out 
to the sewage lagoons in the Ri- 
shon Lezion sand dunes, 

The IL7m. Basa pumping station 
took two years to build. 

However, unless the existing ten- 
tative agreement with the Rishon 
Lezion Municipality ts changed, the 
Baza station will work only six 
months πὶ year -- during the sum- 
mer bathing season. 

According to the agreement. only 
15 million cu.m. of sewage may be 
channelled out to the Rishon la- 
goons from the Dan region an. 
nually. Of thizg amount, 12 million 
cu.m. already come from Holon and 
Bat Yam, leaving only three mil- 
Non for south Tel Aviv and Jaffa, 
or about half the sewage produced 
annually by this area. 


Faced with two choices - - to pipe 


Tel Aviv sewage partly 
re-routed away from sea 


out to Rishon half the sewage from 
south Tel Aviv and Jaffa all year 
round, or to channel out all of it 
six months a year — the city chose 
the latter. The reason for this deci- 
sion was to keep the sea free of 
Sewage at least during the bathing 
season. 

Two beaches remain closed to the 
public because of sewage pollution 
— Tel Baruch and the Country 
Club beaches — both in north Tel 
Aviv. Sewage from this area is still 
being pumped out to sea at a point 
near the Reading 4 power station. 
The Municipality is working on a 
system that would separate the aclid 
from the liquid wastes, transform- 
ing the solids into fertilizer and 
disinfecting the liquids and chan- 
nelling them out to sea.

— A confiden- 
tial city budget bureau memoran- 
dum says that New York City's 
expenses are running so far ahead 
of income that next year's expected 
$6415m. deficit will more than 
double to $1.3 blilion by fiscal 
1976-77, the “New York Times” 
said yesterday.

“The advantageous terms given to 
investors by the authorities helped 
them to buy plenty of machinery, 
and today we actually have under- 
utilization of capital. At a time 
when Government policy is to reduce 
consumption, there is no justifica- 
tion for producing more goods for 
the local market.” Investment must 
be confined to the export branches 
— and there the incentive to in- 
vestors should be a profitable ex- 
change-rate, he declared. 

But sources in the Commerce Min- 
istry were firm that Israel cannot 
afford to reduce even investment 
for the domestic market. The Min- 
istry spokesman said, “Placements 
that save dollars are as good as 
placements that earn dollars. Curtail- 
ing investment would have a ne- 
gative influence on future GNP.” 

Regarding the allegation that in- 
dustrialists are “spoilt” by getting 
cheap loans, the spokesman informed 
The Post that businessmen who had 
subscribed to the Compulsory Em- 
ployers’ Loan were allowed to 
borrow working capital from the 
Government up to the same sum 
and on the same terms, that is, 
linked to the index. “When we in- 
itiated this agreement, the Bank of 
Israel was convinced that no in- 
dustrialist would make use of it. 
However, after a few months the 
money in the fund was exhausted,” 
he recalled. 

This last remark appears actual- 
ly to support the view held in the 
central bank that industry is 
capable of taking loans on harsher 
terms than at present. This sug- 
gests that increasing the interest 
on these loshs need not harm in- 
vestment in Israel. 

Another point of criticlam made by 
Dr. Sheffer was that bonds are used 
to finance current Government ex- 
penditure. The aim of the bond 
issues is to finance long-term in- 
vestments. Outlay under the Or- 
dinary Budget — which ylelds no 
return — should be paid for out of 
tax revenue; or else expenditure 
should be reduced.

Israel: stand firm 


Morgenthau suggests U.S. naval 
base in Haifa as guarantee

Israel was yesterday again cau- 
tioned against placing its faith on 
an eventual peace settlement with 
the Arabs through a series of par- 
tial settlements, 

Dr. Hans Morgenthau, American 
political scientist, said a policy of 
trading “a piece of territory for 
ἃ piece of peace” was foredocomed 
to failure because a land masy 
could be partitioned but peace was 
indivisible. 

Dr. Morgenthau, speaking at a 
luncheon meeting of the Israel- 
America Society at the 
President Hotel in Jerusalem, said 
the Arabs would not agree to a 
genuine peace against the return 
of a part of the occupied territory. 

A series of partial settlements, 
as present apparently envisaged by 
Israel, could result in "Israel wak- 
ing up one morning to find there 
was no more salami left to slice," 
and without the Arabs having 
agreed to a peaceful settlement. 

Israel's best policy, in his view, 
would be to hold out against pres- 
sure by the U.S. Administration 
for a step-by-step solution, and bo 
rely on support in the U.S. Con- 
gress and among the American 
people to restrain the Administra. 
tion: from taking measures that 
cous harm Israel's defence poten- 

He conceded, however, that the 
Administration could step up its 
attempts to erode this support by 
presenting Israel as intransigent 
and the main obstacle to peace 
in the Middle Hast, as Secretary 
of State Henry r had al- 
ready done after the breakdown 


of his mediation efforts last March. 
Kissinger’s policy, he said, was 
aimed at limiting if not expelling 
Soviet influence in the Middle East. 
But for this he must deliver what 
the Russians promised — slices of 
Israel. 

He said the Soviet Union had 
displayed unprecedented moderation 
following the collapse of the March 
negotiations.

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
heard a gloomy account of immi- 
gration yesterday at the first meet- 
ing of the Joint Coordinating Com- 
mittee of the Government and the 
Jewish Agency Executive to be held 
during his year in office. 

The number of olim to arrive dur- 
ing the first five months of this 
year totalled 6,000 — half the figure 
of January through May 1974. 
About 3,000 Russians came so far 
this year, 85 compared with 7,300 
during the same period in 1974. 

The committee — the highest- 
level forum of its kind on Israel- 
Diaspora relations — was attended 
by 18 Ministers in addition to Mr. 
Rabin and an equal number of mem- 
bers of the Agency Executive, It 
has convened rarely — less than 
once a year — Since it was estab- 
lished by the Jewish Agency-Wor!d 
Zionist Organization's Law of Status 
in 1952. There hag been some cri- 
ficism in the Government urging 
that it meet more frequently. 

No policy was set at yesterday's 
four-hour session, but the members 
decided to meet again this month. 
A number of proposals to ease Ln- 
migration and absorption — includ- 
ing the establishment of a faculty 
on absorption studies at the univer- 
sity level — were raised. 

Both Jewish Agency Chairman 
Pinhas Sapir and Absorption Min- 
ister Shlomo Rosen suggested that 
government officials give more 
thought in their daily work to im- 
migrants.

It is impossible to understand the Ali Sabri group without 


d imowing, first, that ali the main cc-ispirators came from 


Intelligence and, second, that none had been a member of the 
original Free Officers’ Movement which brought about the 
Revolution. They were thus at once conspiratorial by nature, 
resentful of what they conceived as the Free Officers’ continuing 
influence, and convinced that they were more ‘Joyal’ to the 
Revolution — had served it better, in some fashion — than these 
Free Officers had. These attitudes led them, inevitably enough, 
to that blind worship of Nasser after his death; equally in- 
evitably, they ted to plotting. 7 

Ali Sabri, the ringleader, was a strange man. His nature 
perhaps arose from his background: he came from ἃ. tich family 
— in fact, he was related to Sayed Marei. But whereas Marei 
came from the rich branch of the rich family, Sabri came from 
the poor branch. Complexes in that situatién &re scarcely 
unknown. Sabri was naturally secretive, and a career in Air 
Force Intelligence reinforced this. He was ruthless with every- 
onet his rich relatives, his subordinates, himself; he was a very 
hard worker, capable of concentrated activity for fourteen 
hours or so at a stretch. He kept his emotions, like his opinions, 


changed, so did Sabri. The constant factor was Sabri's search 
for a power base. First, he tried to use the Youth Movement for 
that purpose; then he built up support inside the ASU party 
organization. 3 
Gomaa’s downfall 

Sharawy Gomaa was easier-going, with his plump face and 
the lisp that he even went to doctors in a vain attempt to cure. 
Gomaa was, 1 always thought, basically a good man, an 
energetic army officer -- again from the intelligence side. His 
downfall began, iro 
post — Suez, after all, immediately adjoins Sinai - and it gave 
Gomaa ideas. He decided to become a party ideologue, and he 
started. a ‘centre for party indoctrination’ in Suez, gathering 
round him some union activists, a few people who could write 
and some members of the security forces. Their problem was 
that none was an intellectual but, as they saw it, intellectualism 
was the road. to respectability; so they borrowed other people’s 
thoughts, taking from all over the place, and served up the 
resulting mélange as their own. I do not even think Gomaa was 
a genuine socialist: he professed it because it was another way 
to Nasser’s favour, so he thought; but in reality he was con- 
cermed with power without a social end. Yet, having said that, I 
still think that Gomaa was not personally corrupt: his tragedy 
was that he wanted to be Prime Minister too much and too 


quickly. ; 

A Lebanese politician came to see me when the affair was 
over and protested that he could not teconcile himself to 
Gomaa’s arrest; he had known Gomaa, be said, since 1962. 
“What was‘he then?’ I asked. ‘Just an intelligence officer,’ was 
the reply. ‘Well.’ 1 said, ‘you must understand that in three 
short years he has tried to become a politician, an ideologue and 
a plotter all in one jump. It was too much for him.” 

The last of the central trio was Sami Sharaf. The paradox of 
Sharaf was that although he was given to the most extravagant 
expressions of loyalty towards President Nasser, he was in fact 
one of the people who killed him — not deliberately, but through 
their own failings. As with Gomaa, there were good sides to 
Sami, but he was unfathomable in other matters. He had, for 
instance, this crude, primitive way of expressing his loyalty. ‘If 
President Nasser asked me to throw my four sons and daughters 
under a train, I-would do it without hesitation,” he would say. 
To prod him, 1 used to reply: Ἵ wouldn't do anything of the 
kind. That's a crazy thing to do. . .. Sami would explode: ‘But 
that’s not loyal, that’s not loyal...’ Was he sincere in his 
protestations? Who, knows? J think that of all the plotters, Sami 
was the most affected by the idea that he had served the 
Revolution better than some of the Free Officers: his extra- 
ordinary outbursts perhaps reflected this. 

Yet Sharaf helped to kill Nasser. As Secretary to the President 
of Information, Sharaf’s task was to relieve the burden of 
paper-work reaching Nasser’s desk. He simply failed to do this. 
Everything that passed across Sharaf’s desk landed on Nasser’s:

clear how ill he was, | pleaded with Sharaf to stem the flood of 
paper, but to no effect. ea . 
Sharaf seemed’ more interested in electronics than in the core 
of his job. Like many who discover technology late in life, 
Sharaf was obsessed with gadgets. He would scour the Western 
electronics and hi-fi journals and order whatever caught his 
fancy - some new miniaturized recording device, perhaps — and 
with the resources of the Presidency, of course, he could have 
it on his desk in 48 hours from Japan or America or anywhere. - 
It was, in the end, Sharaf’s passion for recording things that led. 


. to the plotters’ downfall. 


” Ali Sabri himself aspired to the premiership, while Sharawy 
Gomaa and others put forward the name of Dr Mohammed 
Labib Shuqair, Speaker of the Assembly, but only as an interim 
measure since Gomaa, ofcourse, was also aiming at the top 
position for himself. Hussein Shafei was outside the Ali Sabri 
group, and stood alone.

Choice of premier 


Soon after the plebiscite had confirmed him in office on 15 
October, President Sadat had asked me who 1 thought would be 
the best choice for Prime Minister. 1 had recommended Dr 
Fawzi. My reasons for doing so were two — first, I thought it 
important from the international point of view that the new 
Prime Minister should be someone known abroad. It was 
essential to show the Third World, as well as the super-powers 
and Europe, that the death of Nasser did not mean that Egypt 
was going to sink into obscurity. President Sadat was not himself 
yet well known abroad, but Dr Fawzi was. They would make a 
strong team. My second reason for suggesting Dr Fawzi was 
that the people wanted someone in charge whom they knew and 
trusted — a sort of father figure. They were afraid that a struggle 
for power among Nasser’s heirs was about to break out and the 
appointment of Dr Fawzi would reassure them. 

President Sadat told me he was thinking along the same lines, 
but there was one snag. Dr Fawzi had resigned from the High 
Executive Committee of the ASU on 3 October -- the same day 
as T had, as ἃ matter of fact, though there had been no co- 
operation between us. The President asked me if [could persuade 
Dr Fawzi to accept the post and I undertook to do so. I went to 
his house in Badreshein and for seven hours we talked over the 
problem. Dr Fawzi was at first very reluctant. He did not feel 
ready for the task and feared there was inevitably going to be a 
struggle for power ahead. He was not sure how much real 
power he would have as Prime Minister. But eventually he was 
convinced, and we called up the President with the news,

Britain, Jews and the Market —

AS BRITISH JEWS prepare to 
join their fellow citizens in the 
first referendum in Britain's 
‘history, to decide whether or not 
we should stay in the European 
Community, the British Jewish 
community (as usual in political 
matters) is fragmented in its 
loyalties.

As always, there is.no Jewish 
vote, as such. But equally (and 
fairly) Jews are entitled to ask: 
“What will be the effect, one way 
or the other, on the Jewish com- 
munity — and on Israel?” — if 
we stay in or get out?
